absolutely true and in conclusion de­ 
clared that Mrs. Thaw’s “natural real 
goodness” was above the comprehen­ 
sion of the prosecuting officer. 
Tt was just before adjournment was 
taken 
for the day 
and after 
many 
hours of expert testimony ns to the 
meaning of extracts from eight let­ 
ters written by tho 
defendant, with 
their relation to the sanity or insanity 
of the writer, that Thaw gave out his 
statement 
in 
court. 
The 
circum­ 
stances attending the delivery of the 
statement to the newspaper men were 
about as interesting as the statement 
itself, which reads: 
“This is Mr. T haw ’s second state­ 
ment since August lh: 
“With 
chances

"HHtl, it is wonderful that Mrs. H. Tv 
Thaw prevailed in the cross-examina­ 
tion against

“to 
a reckoning.” 
Four 
witnesses, 
tw’o brothers, a sister, and an uncle 
of Mrs. By waters, 
testified 
at the 
day’s session. 
In 
Its cross-examina­ 
tion, the 
prosecution was 
unable to 
shake Mrs. Gaines’ testimony for the 
defense. 
There was a pathetic scene in the 
courtroom when 
James A. 
Strother 
told of the promise he made his moth­ 
er on her deathbed to “protect and de­ 
fend the honor 
of his sister Viola,” 
the w itness breaking down and sob­ 
bing. 
The effect on the jury was ap­ 
parent. 
There is some anxiety over the pos­ 
sibility of the trial coming to a halt 
on account of the illness of the moth­ 
er of one of the jurors. 
It is stated 
here that MrR. Keller is at the point of 
death and that her son la anxious to 
return immediately to his home. 


Connellsville, Pa.,

more and Ohio train No. 40 westbound, 
running eighteen

clu in g of a combination smoking and 
baggage car, two day coaches and the

The train was

Suddenly the whole train swayed and 
with much jarring aud cracking left 
the rails.

and after running over 200 feet along 
the ties plunged 
into a ditch 
at the 
foot of the mountains. 
The four cars 
piled in a heap almost 
directly over 
the 
engine. 
The 
passengers

and tossed about

ages. 
Screaming and fighting desperately, 
they managed to break tile windows of 
the cars and gain places of safety just 
as all the cars 
became ignited from 
the engine and 
commenced to burn 
fiercely. 
Within a few 
minutes all 
had reached s a f e t y , 
While they stood 
about 
in a dazed 
condition, 
hardly 
realizing 
their 
exceptional 
escape 
they were attracted 
by the cries of 
Engineer Irwin. 
Several of the pas­ 
sengers.

by 
Captain 
Finney 
and the 
other railroad 
offi­ 
cials, 
ran to 
the engineer’s

Their efforts were accelerated by Ir­ 
win’s pathetic pleading, 
but without, 
success. 
The flames quickly burned 
their way to the doomed man. 
Relief trains wore dispatched from 
this city and the injurod brought to 
the hospitals here.
